(iv) the Licensee has been entrusted with the 
responsibility for laying down 400 kV D/c 
Bongaigaon-Siliguri Transmission line and 400 
kV D/c Biharsharif-Pumia. Transmission line 
The details of the work are published in the 
Gazette of India of 23-10-2010. 

(v) the Licensee shall operate the lines after 
approval of Chief Electrical Inspector of 
respective States; 

(vi) the Licensee is subject to compliance by the 
Licensee to the requirement of the provisions 
of the Electricity Act, 2003 and the rules made 
thereunder.
